Pepolow will fce sent to the 
leper colony at Molokai. He was sent 
away at bis own request, certain per- 
sons contributing the necessary funds. 


That Pratt was sent away from San 


Francisco at his own request seems 
plausible enough when the facts of bla 
coming to Honolulu are told. 


It is stated on excellent authority 
that Pratt came to Honolulu at tfte in- 
stigation of the Masonic Grand Lodge 
of Washington, D. C., for the specific 
purpose of attempting the cure of an 
alleged leper who was supposed* to be- 
on Molokai.

Following their In- 
stinct to lay their eg-gs they enter the 
edible fig and finding no gall flowers 
in which to lay their pggs they scatter 
the pollen from the capri fig over the 
stigma of the female flower of 
the 


carlca fig, the result being the matur- 
ity of the edible figs. All other figs 
not so fertilized fall to the ground. The 
Blastophaga experiment Is a success

The matter was referred to Superintendent Reynolds • of the Settle- 
ment, who will give the necessary permission and see that the wife is aent 
to the lonely Island. 
The following Is the letter of Kanikau to the Board: 


Kalaupapa, November 23, 1900. 
To the Honorable Board of Health. 


Gentlemen: Tour humble servant does hereby petition that a permission 


be granted no? wife, Mrs. Caroline Kanikau to enter into the Leper Settle- 
ment and live with your petitioner and to be his kokua or helper, for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 


First, that your petitioner;has almost lost the use of one of his arms. I 
was told by a physician that it was caused by constant washing and bathing 
In cold water, a thing which cannot be avoided unless a helper
